Advice to Recruits 


‘There appears elsewhere today some salutory 
advice to recruits from China who aro elther in 
‘Malaya undergoing training or hope shorlly {0 
‘0 there, The recrults may appear to be under 
some initial disadvantage through being drafted 
Into. units composed. of fully trained men, but 
they are not unique in this, The same thing oc- 
curred to every ‘man who’ passed through the 
ranks in the last war, and in many eases it 
Proved an incentive to'do his best, rather than 
Ja discouragement, since the recruit. “on the 
square” was rather looked down upon by the 
men “in the company"—as it was described then 
“and there was thus an additional reason for 
the reeruit to learn his del and do it well, so 
Jas to qualify as a fully trained soldier as early 
48 possible, It seems that the Army breeds a 
Special kind of sergeant to drill reerults, and 
he seems during the frst agonizing weeks on 
the square to be first cousin to Beelzebub, and 
to tive entirely upon nails and broken lass, 
whieh have warped his nature until he delights 
in all manner of savagery at the expense of his 
vietims, To this man It is, or appears to be, the 
worst possible offence to’ know anything at all 
about drill except what he has taught ‘the re- 
erult, For aman to join up with some experi- 
fence’ of drill, such os in the 'SV.C,, and. ta 
Parade his knowledge in the hope that it will 
save him from the worst of the recrult’s ordeal, 
{s simply to ask for trouble, The drill sergeant 
seems {0 take a heartless. delight in showing 
such a rash venturer that he. knows absolutely 
othing at all, or if he has learnt any. 
thing at the’ hands of some other "ine 
structor, he has learnt it all wrong, During his 
period én the square the reeruit usually goes in 
fear and trembling of this drill sergeant, but he 
Will be agreeably surprised after he has graduat- 
ed through the recruit stage to find. that the 
sergeant is quite a pleasant fellow after all, And 
should he actually ‘win himselt a stripe oF two, 
he wilt find the sergeant among the first of the 
many who appear on such occasions anxious to 
‘drink the health of the promoted person—at the 
Promoted person's expense, of course, Fatigues 
fare the bane of the reeruit’s existence, but it 
‘would appear from the account given today, 
that the fatigues are easier in Malaya than they 
would be at Home, There is no mention of a 
cook-house fatigue, for example, The cook-house 
fatigue, which at Home consists. in. peeling 
potatoes and cleaning out great vats in. which 
Stew has been cooked, had only one compensa 
tion and that was that the men on it fed slightly 
Detter than the others, since the cooks usually 
kept the best of everything for themselves. To 
the recruit, also, there may seem at first that the 
insistence that every bit of equipment should be 
kept so clean that the commanding officer could 
almost shave himself in iis Tefletion, is simply 














Jone more form of tyranny. But he ‘will learn, 








when he has got usod to it, to take a pride in 
Keeping his equipment in sich a condition, and 
bbe as down upon the slovenly soldier who dis. 
graces his company or platoon by appearing on 
parade dirty or going out without his buttons 
shining like miniature suns, as the strictest ser- 
geant was once down on him, 


More Advice to Recruits 


During the last war there were several re- 
giments which were regarded as potential re 
‘servoirs for officers. They wore not easy to get 
into, and once in, the recruit had no guarantee 
whatsoever that would eventually get his com- 
mission. He was taken in aga volunteer in the 
widest ‘meaning of the word; that is to say, 
he offered himself in the service of his coun: 
try in the station in which those in authority 
thought he was most valuable, There was no 
question when the volunteer enlisted that he 
had enlisted for a commission. Dach man had 
to find his own lovel, and it sometimes turned 
‘out that the level was no higher than that of a 
Sanitary man. ‘Those who fell to such depths 
were those who were unable to adapt them= 
Selves to the. extremely siriet @iscipline and 
extremely rigorous training which were en- 
forced. Bither health or temperament proved 
an obstacle to the holding of commissioned 
Fank, and those who cuffered frem either dis 
ability found themselves relegated to jobs 
where they could do most good. Most of these 
regiments had one battalion in France and one 
reserve battalion in England. In the reserve 
battalion there was usually a’ special company 
to which those whose temperament unsuited 
them for commissions were relegated—the men 
‘who were constantly disobeying orders, be- 
coming unruly, and playing pranks which 
damaged the dignity of the regiment. Most of 
theso men were drafted as time went on into 
the first battalion on active service. In this 
Daltalion the men had just as many chances 
for promotion as elsewhere, and many a2 man 
who had been a seallywaz in England was 
given a commission when he showed himselt 
worthy of the honour under enemy fire. It 
‘was proved, however, that not everyone is a 
born ‘leader, whatever he may tank himself. 
‘Some can develop the characteristics of leader 
ship, and they were given the chance to do so 
under fire. Others, “to thelr d'sappointment, 
Proved that they could never reach positions 
of authority: that is to say, could never dis 
play the ability or Knowledge necessary, oF 
‘above all, gain the confidence of those whom 
‘they might have to command. Tt is a feature 
of army discipline that it bears equally on all 
who come under it. Those who taive upon it 
can confidently expect to set on: those who 
grumble and see favouritism everywhere have 
only themselves to blame if ther are left 









































hind in the race for promotion. Recruits who 
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e-the-siiffy, are bound to make their pro- 
‘sence felt; those who.do not get advancement 
must realise that they are not svited, and be 
thankful that they have not had greatness 
thrust upon them, to be poselbly found want 
Ing at the testing time, 





More on War Aims . 


‘This journal has all along endorsed the view 
of the “British Government leaders that loose 
talk about war aims should be avoided. That is, 
not fo say that plans for the building of a new 
world after the war haz been won should not 
be immediately undertaken; on the contrary, 
the vast amount of talent which Is now not 
being suMlelently uscd should be employed, it 
necessary at Cabinet Ministers’ salaries,” to 
prepare a framework on which reconstruction 
fan be based, a5 has been advocated once oF 
twice before. It should not be forgotten, how= 
fever, in discussing war aims, that the only 
country which embarked on this conflict with 
any properly-defined war aims is Germany. 
Because it had definite objectives in view, Ger- 
‘many launched the world upon this most dis 
astrouy and tragic struggle. Germany's war 
aims were never hidden. They were, in a nut~ 
shell, to place the Nazis in the position of a 
supet-nation over the rest of the nations, who 
would be little better than serfs. There can be 
no denying this alm: It has been rpeated count 
ess times by leading Nazia in speeches and 
In books. AS opposed to the efficiency and 
skill with which the Nazis con 

mediate operations, It iv an example of the 
complete irrationality of thei long-range 
Philosophy that they apparently expect the 
Fest of the nations to like the yrospect. It Is 
logical to etilicize the apparent vagueness of 
the Allied war aims—so called, Consider hovr 
the Allies were brought Into the war. Poland 
was attacked, because she refused 10. counte- 
nance Nazi robbery of her territory, Poland had 
no desire for war, had nothing fo gain and 
everything to lose by war. Poland could have 
ho war aims save to defend herself to the 
utmost. Poles now have a most potent war aim, 
It ly the restoration of thelr country to free 
dom and independence. They will fight to the 
last to ensure that this is done. Britain and 
France entered the war with the greatest re 
wetance, but they had a promise to fulN and 
a duly to humanity to make sure that the 
{reat menace to peace and frecdcm which ex- 
isted in Nazi Germany was killed for ever. 
Norway, Denmark, Holiand, Belgium and Lux- 
embourg can deseribe their war aims ay re~ 
storalion of thelr countries to thelr previous 
freedom, None of these countries had any war 
aimg until, the Nazis thrust war upon them. 
‘Thelr ofly’ alm and objective was peace, and 
in too many eases, their desire for’ peace re- 
sulted in inereasing the ease with which the 
Nazis overrode them. ‘There should be a. strict 
Hine drawn between war aims, ag such, and 
plans and hopes for a reconstructed world, once 
victory is won: ‘Tho reconstructed world 
must have its foundations in security. But how? 
That is not a problem which need be publicly 
discussed at the moment, though it is one upon 
which all experts should bo put to work. At 
the present moment the chief preoccupation of 
every people direetly concerned inthis war, 
‘and ‘even of those who see dark clouds upon 
the now distant horizon, 1s, first, self-preserva- 
tion, and second the extermination of these 














forces of evil which. are threatening them. 
Everything else is a side-issuc. 
Brutal But Brittle 

‘When Hindenburg returned to Germany after 





the collapse of the Kaisor’s armies in 1918 
he entered Berlin ar a defeated general with 
many more victories to his credit than had 
been gained by his conquerors during that 
bloody four years’ struggle. But these victories, 
many’ of them brilliant ones, were of no avail 
when the final test eame and when the once 
proud, once victorious German army realized 
that its enemies, refreshed with ever-increas- 
ing supplies and. men, were bound to win in 
the end, Then came the collapse of the mighty. 
German war machine despite all Hindenburg’ 
efforis to stop the demoralization that was 
setting in. Today Germany is in much the same 
position that she wag then. “I remember well 
the summer of 19181 I was an attiliery ofMleer 
then,” sald Mr. Hugh Dalton, Minister of 
Economie Warfare in the British Cabinet 
during a recent broadcast, “and everyone was 
asking “Will the war ever ‘end? Then suddenly 
the enemy broke down. ‘The Germans can 
develop great strength. Tt Is a very brutal 
strength, but is also a’ very brittle strength, 
We may make it snap again quite suddenly.” 
Mr. Dalton, although he did not prophesy a 
German collapse in the near future, never- 
theless let it be known that he did anticipate 
a repetition of 1918 and a collapse of Hitler's 
war machine, On the face of it there 1s much 
to. be said in favour of Mr. Dalton’s views. 
Although the German army today is still a 
mighty, powerful and a brutal force, it is still 
brittle ‘and only in vietory, as demonstrated by 
the Italians, can its morat be sustained. Let 
fone or two defeats come its way, and some are 
bound fo come as Britain's strength increases 
fon Iand, sea and in the alr, and the murmurings 
Of discontent that split the Kaiser's legions in 
1918 will appear among Hitler's well-diseiplined 
forces (o start the work of destroying moral, 
without «which an army cannot win a. wai 
British moral lias never been higher than when 
{tis faced with heavy odds. 
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Gen. Pai Reviews 
Honan Battle 











Chungking, Feb, 11. 
Details of tho fighting in southern 
Honan were reviewed today by Gen. 
Pal Chung-hsi, Deputy Chief of the 
Chinese Genetal Staff, who stated: 
“During the past two weeks the, 
Japanese Iaunched atiacks in Honan 
iid Hupeh Provinces, the main. at 
taek being in Honan while only minor 
Cperations were witnessed in Hupeh. 
jefore the outbreak of the Honan 
‘campaign-the: Japanese strength there 
comprised the 18th Independent. 
Brigade, 30th Division, 4th Division, 
Srd Division, 14th Independent Bri- 
gade and others totalling three and 
2 half divisions comprising 90,000 in- 
fantry troops, 8,000 cavalry ‘troops, 
550 field guns, 300 tanks and 200 
‘armoured ears, 

"About the middle of January the 
Jopanese launched attacks. on the 
West bank of the Han River for the 
purpose of drawing Chinese troops to 
that area afler which the Japanese 
main body launched an attack on Jan, 
24 in southern Honan, During ast 
December the Japanese secretly. con- 
eentrated the 17th and 15th Divisions 
in southern Honan and northern 
Hupeh, Part of the 40th Division was 
sent from southern Honan to Sinyang 
where by the middle of January the 
Japanese concentrated 30,000 troops.” 

By the middle of January. Japan- 
ese forces along the southern section 
of the Pelping-Hankow railway 
Started te move norfhward along both 
sides of the railway for the purpose 
‘of clearing up the Chinese mobile 
‘units there. 

"Meanwhile Japanese on the west 
bank. of the “Han River  Inunchod 
strong attacks on January 29 to divert 
Chinese attention. 

in southern Honan, an entire third 
ivision and als part of the fourth 
ivision formed the left wing of the 
Japanese advancing columns, . while 
the 17th division with a part of the 
16th division foreed the Japanese con- 
tral column while the 40th division 
formed the Japaneses right wing. 

rhe, Japanese. left wing launched 
fan attacie along the west side of the 
railway reaching Wuyang on January 
80, The Japanese central column 
Pushed northward along the railway 
Reaching Siping on January 29 and 
then. tuted westward towards Wu- 
yang joining forces with the lett 
Ging before withdrawing southwards 

“Phe combined Japanese forces at- 
tacked ‘Nanyang on the night of 
February 4 but were driven south 
By the Chinese after a battle at dawn 
‘on February 6. ‘The Japanese right 
Wing moving northward along the 
east side of the railway reached 
Sihua via Junan and Shanfsai but 
withdrew. towards Shantsal, 

Gen, Pal Chung-hsi said: “Later| 
the Chinese attacked the Japanese 
Manks and rear in the, vicinity of 
Sinyang and Koshan, ‘The main ob- 
jective of the Japanese drive was to 
destroy the Chinese army in the field 
‘and occupy the entire Peiping-Han- 
Kow Railway, thereby. seperating. the 
Chinese doress ‘operating on the east 
and west sides of the rallwa 

“Not only have the Japanese’ failed 
to achieve their objective but th 
‘algo suffered heavy losses in battlo" 
Reuter. 





Pres. Roosevelt's Envoy 
To Visit Chengtu 


Chungking, Feb. 15.

Laughlin’ Currie and Mr. Emile 
Lespres, members of the United States 
‘economic. mission, will procecd to 
Chengtu for a short visit before leav- 
ing Chungking en route back to 
‘Washington, 

‘A telephone message from Cheng. 
‘quotes General Chang Chun. Governor 
‘of Szechuen, as saying that Mess. 
Currie and Despres, accompanied by 
the American Ambassador, Mr. Nelson 
‘F, Johnson. will arrive at the pro- 
vineial capital from Chungking next 
week, “The provincial authorities 
nave already telegraphed their wel- 
come. 

Duting his stay here Mr. Currie is 
earned to have exchanged views with 
‘numerous Chinese Government lead 
‘ers: He is sald also to have had several 
‘conversations with the British “Am-

Honan Drivé and 
Southward Move 


Chungking, Feb. 12. 
‘The recent Japanese drive in 
Southern Honan was merely a pre~ 
Hminary move on the part of Jopan 
to forthcoming developments in the 
South Seas, it is believed in well- 
Informed quarters here. 

‘The Japanese launched attacks on 
the main concentrations of the Chiv 
nese forces threatening Hankow, it 
is believed, for the purpose of dis~ 
persing these troops before with 
Grawing the main body of Japanese 
forces from the Yangtze Valley to 
support a coming Japanese move in 
the southward expansion programme. 

Informed quarters say there are 
three possibilities of a new Japanese 
‘move: Japan may remain’ inactive 
adopting a watchful waiting policy, 
for she may withdraw troops from 
China, or she may proceed with the 
southward expansion programme. Tt 
is" believed that. Japan canno’ 
‘adopt a waiting policy since by th 
time the United States completes her 
naval construction programme she 
‘will be able to dictate her own terms 
ih. a Pacife settlement, 

‘Furthermore Japan cannot afford to 
permit prolongation of the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities which are costing 
Japan ¥.20,000,000 daily, The Euro- 
pean war is so closely’ Tinked with 
Poeife developments that Japan can- 
of remain indiferent fo i Anal 

‘Meanwhile Jopan cannot withdraw 
troops ftom China, which naturally 
will demand complete evacuation 
from Chinese territory, probably in- 
‘cluding ‘Manchuria. Not only have 
‘Sapan's sacrifices in three years been 
Jn vain but there will certainly be a 
revolution in Japan, it is believed 
here. 

‘The only logical course for Japan 
would appear to be to go forward. 
Undoubtedly Germany has been 
exerting pressure on Japan to move 
in the Pacific against Britain ond the 
United States, probably arguing that 
Japan's fate is closely linked with 
{hat of Germany. It Germany is de- 
feated a combined British and United 
‘States fleet could rush Japan, where~ 

‘German vielory would guarantee 
Japan's supremacy in the Pacific. 

"The war narrows down to a strug- 
gle between Germany, Japan and 
flaty on the one side and Britain and 
‘the United States on the other, while 
Germany and Japan will do their 
Atmost to keep Russia out of the war. 
Germany will urge Japan to devote 
her entire efforts to assist Germany 
{in the Pacifie against Britain and the 
‘United States, arguing that the China 
hrostilities will be liquidated as a 
matter of course if Germany defeats 
Britain and America, observers soy.

BREACH WITH RUMANIA 


Feb, 12. 


Ever since German troops _ entered | 
Rumania, ostensibly for the purpose of pro- 
teoting the oilfields, and for the instruction 
fof the Rumanian army in the technique of} 
modern warfare, a change in British- 
Rumanian relations became inevitable, That} 
has now come about by the action of the] 
British Government in formally severing] 
relations with Rumania, on the ground that} 
Germany was using that country as a base] 
for futnre military operations, and that! 
Rumania had not even protested against this! 
fetion. It was impossible for British repre-| 
Sentation to be continued in a country which’ 
fg clearly under German domination, and 
the severance of relations was the only| 
ogical consequence. Whether this is follow- 
ed up by a declaration of war greatly] 
depends upon what happens in the future 
‘Obviously if it ultimately transpires that Ger-| 
many is. using Rumania as a base for an| 

+ attack upon. Britain’s ally,—Greece,—then| 
war must result, for Rumania will then have] 
changed from the very precarious neutrality 
she Is at present observing to active assist 
ance to Germany. 

From one point of view the actual entrance 
of Rumania into the war on the side of| 
Germany, even if:the troops of the former! 
did not march with those of the latter, is! 
to be welcomed. It would immediately 
Justify British alr attacks on the Rumanian 
‘ilfields, and the chance to destroy this im- 
portant source of oil would in all probability 
Be quickly availed of. Indeed it has been! 
argued with considerable force that these| 
oilfields, now obviously in German occupa- 
tion should have been attacked long ago. It 
will be remembered that, when this conten- 
tion was originally put forward, it was stated] 
that the reason why the R.A-F. had not attack 
ed the Rumanian oilfields was because it was) 
better to wait until the oil reached ‘the Ger- 
man refineries and bomb it then, claiming 
that it was casier to smash a refinery than’ 
destroy an oll well. ft now transpires that| 
Germany does not refine Rumanian oll. She 
does not buy a drop of crude oil trom| 
Rumania, It contains from 30 to 40 per cent. 
of fuel of! which Germany does not want and 
which would only take up transport space. 
‘What the Nozis are interested in is refined 
ofl and that is what they are buying—as 
much as they can carry. In 1999 Rumania 
‘exported 4,000,000 tons of refined products, 
‘and only $00,000 tons of crude oil left the 
country, all of which went to other Balkan 
states. ‘Consequently, if it is easier to destroy 
refineries instead of wells the oll district| 
offers just stich a chance, while the complete! 
‘or partial destruction of it would strike al 
heavy blow to the Germans, and rob them| 
of their main supply of this’ most necessary’ 
commodity. 

One of the chief reasons why the oilfelds 
have not yet been attacked is that in order] 
to do £0 British aeroplanes would have to) 
fly over Bulgaria, or Yugoslavia, both of which 
are at presont neutral. But there are indica~' 
tions that with ‘the penetratioris of Germans] 
into Bulgaria the situation there may soon| 
change. If Bulgaria continues to connive with 
Germany it may soon find itself at war] 
with Britain, and the way would then be open 
for the much desired attack. Distances trom 
air bases in Greece and the adjacent island| 
are not particularly great, and offer no obstacle| 
to success if and when such a move becomes | 
necessary. It is clear that with such an im- 
portant pawn at stake as the Rumanian oil- 
fields Hitler will be embarking upon a! 
dangerous gamble if he pushes things too 
far in the Balkans, He may hope to be 
able to protect them Zrom attack, but if he! 
does, he is engaging. in the same sort of: 
wishful thinking which led Goering to declare| 
that the German air would be secure from 
the British RAF. So long as Hitler main- 
tains a neutral zone around Rumania’ the 
oilfields are reasonably safe, but if his actions 
Yead Britain in turn to sever relations with 
Bulgaria and then bring on actual warfare, 
that protection will have disappeared, and the| 
opportunity of striking at the main source of] 
$0 necessary a war material’as oil will have! 
been afforded Great Britain. That it will 
be availed of with the utmost eagerness may 
be taken for granted, If that is the case| 
such bombing will be weleomed not only 
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by the British at large. but by the British 
companies owning oil wells in Rumania, for, 
as one. London director of such a firm is 
reported to have said, they would willingly 
give ‘three hearty cheers if a salvo of bombs 
were dropped on their properties. 





WHO TO BELIEVE? 
Feb, 12, 

Shortly before the fall of Bardia in Libya 
‘Marshal Graziani sought to excuse his failure 
to hold the British offensive in a report to 
‘Mussolini, which, according io the American 
news magazine’ “Time,” is to ‘military 
historians an amazing mixture of accusation, 
frankness and bombast.- It will be remem- 
‘bered that long before the British and their 
Allies opened what is now their most famous 
offensive, Graziani had been imploring 
‘Mussolini for reinforcements in men and 
material, fully realizing the enormousness of 
the: task which was before him. To these 
appeals Mussolini turned a deaf car. The 
desire to secure a “prestige victory” over 
Greece induced him to neglect the Italian 
forces in Libya, and Graziani was left to 
his own devices, and practically forsaken. 
Recounting what led to the siege of Bardia 
the Marshal neatly places responsibility on 
Rome for what happened, laying the blame 
for his defeat upon lack of motor transport 
and motor power: “For the purpose of 
economizing transportation some units 
covered hundreds of kilometres on foot.” If 
that is so then the feat of the troops of the 
non-stop Caesar in getting away from the 
advancing British in the numbers they did 
is indeed remarkable. 


By implication Graziani criticized the much 
vaunted Italian air force. With its home bases 
much nearer to the scene of action than were 
Britain's this arm was admittedly over 
whelmed by the RAF. when the attack 
began. The Italian air fleet was bombed in 
its bases as far west as Castel Benito ‘and 
‘Tripoli, and in effect was so damaged that it 
practically did not get off the ground. An- 
other cause contributing to his initial defeat 
was the quick collapse and capture of the 
Ist and 2nd Libyan Divisions suggesting that 
there was disaffection amongst the Askari 
troops. ‘The men who did appear to stand 
up for a time were, to quote Graziani's own 
words, the “iron-like” January ‘Third Black~ 
shirt Division which “valorously resisted for 
‘two days” at Sidi Barrani. ‘The Marshal in 
what appears (0 be a piece of gentle sarcasm 
‘apparently thinks a stand of two days highly 
creditable to the Blackshirts, who have 
fought much more stubbornly in Greece. 

‘That the British Command has thoroughly 
earned all the lessons of the lightning cam- 
aign in the Low Countries is revealed in a 
further quotation from Grazian!’s report, for 
he shows that when the British struck they 
struck hard and quickly:— 

“Against strong-holds occupied by our 
troops in flat desert terrain and without any 
possibility of tactles," he wrote, “the enemy 
had an opportunity of employing masses of 
‘armoured units, armoured cars, medium and 
‘heavy tanks supported by zobile artillery 
and. with. the effective co-operation. of ait 
forces. ‘The briet preparation generally was 
entrusted {0 arlillery and aviation, 

“As soon as the massacring air bombard- 
ment ceased, armoured units struck from 
every direction against our troops. ‘Thus, 
despite the: fiercest resistance, our strongholds 
Within a few hours were taken one by one... 

“The essential reason for the enemy's 
Ughtning-like initial success must be ‘at- 
{ributed to the crushing superiority of the 
‘enemy's armoured units 

"If today—twelve days from the beginning 
of the offensive—British armoured divisions 
mark time before the port of Bardia, this is 
exclusively due to the bravery of the soldi 
fers of Italy of the land and air, who know 
how ‘bravely to oppose the enemy by dying 
without sparing themselves, 

“Once again 1 confirm in categorie manner 
‘that all down here have done their duty to 
the limits possible, If the number of those 
who had’ the misfortune to fall. prisoner is 
hhigh, this must-not make you doubt their 
valour—they resisted with a will to resist 
until the very end...” 

‘The Marshal clearly indicts Mussolini for 
nogleeting the Italian forces in Libya. ‘The 
superiority which they undoubtedly had some 
months ago when Graziani made his advance 
into Egypt, had completely disappeared 
owing to the complete failure of Mussolini 
fo respond to the frantic demands of his 
commander-in-chief. ‘This prevented him 
from adventuring further in Egypt and gave 
the British time to build up their strength 
fo all round crushing superiority. In the 
light of this the article of Col. Prineipint 
Halian Military and Air Attaché in China 
in the Japanese newspaper “Tairiku.Shimpo” 
reads ‘somewhat strangely. Col. Principint| 
waiting under the heading “Mediterranean 
under Tlalian Command,” geclares in brief 
that the success of Graziani’s onslaught on 
the Suez Canal has caused British forces to 
adopt an unsuccessful counter-attack against 
the. Italians. Owing to stiff resistance by 
the ‘Tlalians, he continues, neither Sidi Bar~ 
rani, nor Bardia, nor Tobruk is likely to fall 
into the hands of the British. In answer to 
this sort of rubbish it is merely necessary 
to point out that British forees and their 
Allies heve taken all these places and are 
well on the road to Tripolitania. 

















HITLER WOOING JAPAN 
Feb. 13. 


With what practically amounts to the 
collapse of Italy, Hitler is looking further 
afield for the assistance of which he is in 
such urgent need. Mussolini has ceased to 
be of much use to him, and Hiller is en- 
deavouting to persuade Japan to enter the 
war actively. What he wants, in order to 
relieve the pressure which Great Britain is 
applying, is to get Japan to make a move in 
the Far East, against the Netherlands East 
Indies and Malaya with a view to diverting 
the British flect and the Empire's resources, 
a pretty little scheme to have the Japanese 
assist in pulling the chesinuts out of the 
fire of his own igniting. His efforts are un- 
doubtedly being assisted by the small extreme. 
pro-Axis faction in Japan, though it is 
‘thought in London that there is increasing 
‘opposition against Japan embarking upon 
any such perilous adventure on behalf of the 
Nazis who would be quite indifferent to what 
happened to Japan so long ar their own ends 
were served. That point needs to be em- 
phasized: Hitler has nothing to offer Japan 
and may be expected to betray her in the 
unlikely event of a Nazi vietory, and leave 
her completely friendless in the more prob- 
able chance of his defeat. 

‘That is the fate to which the pro-Nazi 
faction in Japan is leading their country. 
The Axis is already considerably weakened 
by the severe reverses inflicted upon Italy, 
whose Libyan armies have been reduced in 
a little over two months from fifteen to five 
divisions, and as it becomes increasingly 
rickety should offer still less inducement to 
the Japanese to go further in an alliance, 
which had nothing to commend it at the 
time it was formed, and now has considerably 
less, The Hiller move is not likely to succeed 
‘even if Japan is prevailed {0 ‘act according 
to his wishes. Any step which would tend 
to alter the status quo in the Far East would 
invite action by the United Slates. That has 
been made clear time and time again, and 
the Japan pro-Axis faction will only be 
deluding themselves if they think otherwise. 
‘The United States will not assume the initia 
tive in foreing a war in the Pacific, but will 
accept eny challenge which Japan may be 
80 ill-advised as to make. 

In this connection the reason why Hitler 
would fail of his purpose even if Japan 
acceded to his wishes is plain. . President 
Roosevelt declared at his Press conference 
fon Tuesday that, if the United States were 
forced into a war in the Far East, it would 
have no effect upon the deliveries of war 
material to Great Britain. American fac~ 
tories and shipping could ‘continue to con- 
centrate all their energies to the production 
and shipment of materials to Britain; the 
United States would rely chiefly on the Navy 
to conduct any Far Eastern war, and that 
war would be chiefly one of blockade, 
accentuated by the most stringent economic 
and financial controls. ‘The economic wea- 
pons which the United States could wield in 
such a war have seriously to be reckoned 
with, and those who would seek to minimize 
them in the eyes of the Japunese are doing| 
them the greatest possible disservice. 

Tt is not to be believed that the Japanese 
Government, which has demonstrated its 
desire to arrive at a beticr understanding 
with the United States by the despatch of 
Admiral Nomura to Washington, would so 
lightly prejudice his mission by taking such 
action us would render the present tense 
situation worse, and probably lead to war, 
‘There is a very substantial section of 
‘Japanese thought which realizes the perils 
Of too closely following at Hitler's chariot 
wheels. ‘There is the ghastly example of| 
what has happened to the Italians to be taken 
into consideration, and it follows that if 
Japan should be so imprudent as to allow 
herself to become embroiled with the United 
States, Hitler would be in no position to 
offer her the slightest assistance. “He would 
still be too busily oceupied with Great Britain 
and her Allies. No doubt Hitler will seck 
to beguile the Japanese Government with’ 
all manner of promises, but if they are put 
to the acid test of discovering whether he 
is ever likely to be in a position to honour 
them, it must be clear to the simplest mind. 
that ‘they are not worth the breath with 
which they are uttered. A policy which all 
along has been one of betrayal cannot casily 
be changed to one of good faith, 











UNACCEPTED CHALLENGE 

Feb. 13. 
Now that the British naval squadron which 
bombarded Genoa on February 9 has re- 
turned safely to Gibraltar a very successful 
operation has been brought to an end. In 
the course of the last five days the squadron 
based upon the Rock has swept more than 
@ thousand miles across the Mediterranean, 
into the Ligurian Sea, bombarded its objec- 
tive and returned without let or hindrance 
from the Italians. And this in a sea over 





Which the Ttalians claim to have control. 
Nor does’ it appear that the Germans with 
their largely advertised Stuka dive bombers 
took any advantage of the opportunity which 
‘was afforded them of giving another exhibi- 
tion of their prowess, doubtless because of 
‘the severe mauling they have already re- 
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[ceived at the hands.of the British navy, 
which after their first attack was able to 
[sweep through the castern Mediterranean 
with a direct challenge to the German air 
foree to come and have another try. ‘There 
can be no other possible reason for the 
failure of the German air -arm, and the 
Htalian navy to take up the gauntlet which 
the British Navy so: gallantly threw down 
save that neither was in a position to do 
much about it. ‘The whole operation was 
the completest possible proof that the British 
still hold command over the Italian mare 
rostrum. 

‘That no attempt was made to intercept 
and engage the British squadron corrobor- 
ates the view that the damage done to the 
Italian fleet at Taranto was as extensive as 
the British claimed it was at the time, Tt 
must be either that, or because the Italian 
Navy like the army has little stomach for 
fa fight, and prefers to skull under its land 
fortifications rather than run the risk of 
more of that punishment which the British 
fleet has succeeded in administering to it, 
Thus the sea force of Mussolini appears to 
be as completely immobilized as damage and 
fear can make it, and while it would be 
foolish to claim that it is still not a force 
to be reckoned with, the fact is plain that 
so long as it is handled as it is now, its 
offensive and defensive value must indeed 
be small, A fleet which cannot, or will not 
take action to defend the shores of its own 
country cannot in such circumstances, 
amount to much, 

‘The British Navy which has from the 
commencement of the war been covering 
its laurels with imperishable glory is com- 
manded by men who are prepared to take 
reasonable risks. That has been the story 
of every naval engagement which it has 
fought in this war. ‘The expedition to Genoa 
‘was, therefore, no exception to the general 
rule, and though the Gibraltar squadron 
‘went trailing its coat through the Mediter- 
ranean for at least four, days the Italians 
‘apparently thought the risk too great in 
seeking to bring them to combat, In this 
connection it is to be noted that Domei 
carries a report to the effect the Italian 
Press claims that the British units avoided 
battle, and that when the Italian fleet 
steamed out of Genoa, while the British were 
bombarding it, the latter shunned an engage- 
ment being “satisfied with murdering the 
elty population.” ‘There is a singular ad- 
mission in this claim which deserves con~ 
sideration. If the Italian fleet were in the 
port of Genoa the latter was indeed a 
proper naval objective. As a naval base it 
would have been if the Italian vessels had 
not been there, but when it is claimed that 
the Italian fleet steamed out with its much 
[boasted speedier vessels it follows that the 
reason why: no engagement resulted was 
because the Italians did not desire one. 

With s modern fect noted for its speed, 
Italy should surely have been able to bring 
the British squadron {o book, and the fact 
fs clear for all to see that the damage which 
the British have inflicted upon the Italian 
navy, when it has been atle to get close 
enough, has induced in the Italian Navy a 
preference for fighting with words rather 
than engoging in throwing hol metal. Tt may 
of course be asked why the British did not 
stay and accept battle. There is no evidence 
save the preposterous claims of the Italian 
press, which has all its work cut out to 
explain the constant failures of the Italian 
forces, that the Italian fleet moved anywhere 
at all save under the protection of the Italian 
Jand fortifications, and no matter how 
patiently the British would have waited, the 
‘only chance of giving battle would have been 
if the Italians came close enough to do $0, 
and that the history of past months has 
shown {0 be the last thing they wish, 


























AXIS REACTIONS 

Feb. 14. 

‘The Yeactions, as so far ieflected, of the 
Axis Powers in Europe to the testimony 
given by Mr. Wendell Willkie, the defeated 
Republican candidate in the recent American 
elections, are illuminating, In the comment 
from Berlin and Rome on Mr. Willkie's 
testimony there is a perceptible tendency to 
regard Mr. Willkie not as a witness before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, but 
8 a somewhat disappointed advocate of the 
British cause, whose first-hand inspection of 
conditions in the United Kingdom had led 
him to doubt the justice of the case he had 
been supposed to argue. ‘This is a very con= 
venient point of view for the Axis to adopt, 
but it is very far from the truth, ‘That it is 
a complete “misinterpretation of what Mr, 
Willkie said is a minor matter, since it is 
apparently an axiom of Nazi’ propaganda 
that anything and everything can be 
misinterpreted to suit any and every occa~ 
sion, Mr. Willkie is first and foremost an 
Americap. Whatever may be his sympathies 
with the Allied cause, his judgment of the 
chances must be influenced. by the effect 
which defeat or victory for the Allies would 
have on the United States, He was not asked 
to appear before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee to give his views on what might 
or might not happen to Britain, as Britain 
—a foreign country. But he was asked to 
appear to state what he, as a representative 
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American and an experienced business ex- 
ceutive, thought might happen to the United 
"States in the event of a British defeat. or 
of a stalemate in Europe which might leave 
both of the principal opponents in this war 
in such a condition that the forces of an~ 
arehy would be given an opportunity. And 
‘10 these points he confined his evidence. 

‘With these facts in mind, it is possible to 
put the Axis comment on Mr. Willkie's testi- 
mony in its proper perspective. ‘The"“Popolo 
di Roma” declared: “Mr, Willkie was not 
too enthusiastic before the Senate's Foreign 
Relations "Committee. Mr. Roosevelt's! 
emissary didn't use high-sounding words and 
they ‘revealed pondered thought 'rega: 
the grave situation which was revealed to 
him by the ruins of the cities of Coventry and 
Birmingham. Atl in all, Mr. Willkie’s stay 
in London was not too advantageous to 
England.” From this comment it may be 
educed that the “Popolo di Roma” considers 
that Mr, Willkie gave his evidence in a sober 
and thoughtful. manner; that Mr. Willkie: 
was President Roosevelt's emissary; that he 
saw in the ruins of British cities ‘a “grave 
situation” and that his visit was not too 
advantageous to England. ‘These points may 
be taken in the order given. No one expect 
ed a man of the position and authority of 
‘Mr, Willie to give his evidence in anything. 
but a sober and thoughtful manner. That is 
to say, no one but a partner in the Axis, 
the leaders of which are notorious for the 
frenzy they display in any public utterance. 
Jn any but an Axis legislature, evidence 
which was enthusiastic and obviously not the 
considered opinion of the witness would be 
suspect. Mr, Willkie is, however, suspect in 
the Axis eyes because of considered nature 
of his cpinions. It is apparently a fault in 
Mr, Willkie that he reported the facts as he 
saw them, and not as his pre-declared sym~ 
pathies might have wished them to be. 

In the next place Mr. Willkie did not visit 
Britain as an “emissary of Fresident Roose- 
volt.” He was in a purely private capacity, 
to see for himself what conditions were. And 
Me was given every facility by the British 
Government, Would he have been allowed 
to Inspect freely the ruins of Hamburg and 
Hanover, had he visited the Reich? Would 
he have been shown the secrets of Italy's 
defences; had he visited that country? No 

+ one lsc has been allowed to view these 
things, so why should Mr. Willkie? It was 
doubtless with the knowledge that a fact- 
finding tour of the Axis countries would be 
80 much waste of time, that Mr. Willkie did 
not visit either Germany or Italy, The 
answer to the other point made by the 
"popolo di Roma” may be found in the Ger 
man comment on Mr. Willkie’s testimony— 
that Me, Willkie “seemed not quite so cer= 
tain_in his own mind... .whether assistanco 
to Britain’ would be successful,” and that 
there was “a noticeable tendency to avoid 
answering questions.” Both “comments are. 
probably accurate, Mr. Wilikie's views on 
the position of Britain must have necessarily 
been considerably altered by his personal! 
inspection of the conditions in the British 
Isles. Anyone who had previously been’ 
dependent upon graphic newspaper reports of 
what had occurred would feel the same way, 
on seeing for himself the damage which had 
‘heen inflicted. Nevertheless, Mr. Willicio, in 
statements before he left England, was full 
of praise for the spivit of the British people, 
and before the Senate declared that in~ 
dustrial production had been little affected 
by the Neai raids, His reluctance to answer: 
questions—which ‘has been perceived by no 
fone except the Axis reporters—might equ- 
ally be attributed to the fact that, as an 
honourable man, he could not reveal secrets 
which were revealed {0 him. He could not 
and did not violate the confidence of the 
British Government. No one ‘but a Nazi 
would expect that he should. Whatever may 
he the attempts at distortion by the Nazis 
‘and the Fascists, the British people will thank 
Mr, Willkie for the impartial manner in| 
which he gave his opinions of their case, and. 
for the way in which, even at the risk of 
opposing the Secretary of the United States| 
Navy, he advocated immediate and the fullest 
aid ‘to the most active champion of demo- 
racy.

Waterloo most young cavalry officer sported 
hair on the upper lip. Then .the Horse] 
Artillery fell for it, and by the ‘Afties the! 

For a 
mere civilian to grow a moustache was| 
reckoned an unseemly piece of swagger. 
Clive Newton was shamed into being clean 
shaven by repeated questions as to whether 
he was going into the Guards, and when, in 
1840, Mr. George Frederick Muntz appeared 
in Parliament with a full beard there were 
‘those who felt that this tall Radical had taken 
his own strange method of insulting English 
parliamentary, institutions. ‘Then, following! 
{he Criinean ‘War, when returning officers| 
‘appeared in Plocadilly with their beards 
grown in the trenches and their cigars they 
Set the fashion of a moustache with long 
rooping whiskers known as the “Piccadilly 
Wweepers,” and as the Volunteer system grew. 
every man became a soldier and assumed a 
Soldier's licence. ‘That might be said to be 
‘the height of the whisker craze. 
‘Nevertheless hairy faces were still regarded 
‘as the sign of the military man and when 
David Livingstone, the intrepid explorer 
appeared at a Mansion House meeting in. 
4857, a newspaper recorded that he came 
wearing a moustache, “braving the prejudices 
of. his countrymen and thus evincing a 
courage only inferior to that exhibited by 
him amongst the savages of Central Africa 
‘From that time on the upper classes showed 
‘a disposition to appear clean shaven, though 
the army grudgingly recognized a rule which 
ordered the moustache to be worn. Even that 
fell into abeyance, but at any rate so far

false reports and alarms simply for the pur= 
pose of lining thelr own pockets, and in 
ireumstances such as now prevail it is 
friminal that they should do so. ‘The Pre- 
Sident of the United. States has repeatedly 
Geclared that his country will not take the 
initiative in any war in the Pacific and that] 
the responsiblity for such a development| 
would rest entirely with Japan. Tt has been 
shown that Japan is unwilling to make any 
‘move until some agreement has been reached 
‘with Russia which would free the former to 
attempt to. carry out Jong held ambitions 
in the southern Pacific, and the situation will 
not become graver than it has been for weeks 
past until such a pact has been negotiated. 
Should that come about it will not even 
then be ground for the completely unreason- 
ing panic which the last two days have seen. 
‘The best interests of the community as a 
whole ean only be served by a general deter- 
mination to. disregard rumours, and wait 
to learn the facts. ‘The enormous amount of 
stupid tattle that has been going the rounds, 
the creation of bogeys which only exist in 
the minds of those who desire that they| 
should, and the sedulously fostered alarm 
which has been noticed is completely foreign 
to that Shanghai which has weathered so 
many crises in the past with an altogether 
admirable calmness. That the situation is 
‘grave must be admitted by all, That it may’ 
become graver has to be faced. Nevertheless 
it would be stupid to be scared by the pro-| 
spect of what may happen. Especially is this| 
true when there are so many in Shanghai| 
50 anxious to cash in on anticipated miseries 
which have not yet befallen the community. 
‘The great need at the moment is to maintain 
as calm an outlook as possible, and to re- 
frain from passing on unconfirmed rumours. 














MUSSOLINI’S FAILURE 
Feb. 15. 

There has naturally been much speculation 
as to why it was necessary, for. General 
Franco to travel to Italy for a talk with 
Mussolini, and the story emanating from 
Vichy as’ to what took ‘place between the 
two when they met at Bordighera is inter~ 
esting, and probably true, Mussolini, it is 
reported, reminded General Franco of past 
favours ‘which Italy had granted him,” and 
asked him to repay the debt by providing 
aid for an attack on Gibraltar. Franco is 
reported to have replied that starving Spain 
could not risk a war against Britain, while 
Britain was helping her with food. Mussolini 
is said to have promised that Europe would| 
feed Spain, But Franco remained adamant. 
‘The story has every probability in its favour. 
‘The crushing defeats, which have been in 
ficted upon the Italians in Libya and Greece, 
have rendered Mussolini's position desperate, 
and he apparently hoped that by attacking 
Gibraltar he would be able to obtain some 
surcease from the enormous pressure which 
{s being brought to bear upon him. Obvious- 
ly the feat of the British fleet based upon 
Gibraltar in bombarding Genoa increased his 
desire to make an attack upon the Rock, for 
if he could drive the British out of the 
‘western end of the Mediterranean he would 
be freed from some of the dangers which 
threaten Italian coastal towns. 

‘Mussolini's promise that Europe would 
feed Spain failed to fool General Franco. The 
food situation in Europe is already deplor= 
able enough and to endeavour to feed Spain 
from dwindling resources could only hasten 
famine conditions in which Spain. herself 
‘would become involved. It was indeed the 
offer of a desperate man, and more clearly 
reveals his nakedness than did the necessity 
for holding such a meeting at all. General 
Franco is showing much wisdom in follow- 
ing the policy he has adopted. His country, 
torn and ravaged by years of civil war, its 
agriculture at present incapable of meeting 
the needs of the people, and the general 
islocation of the economic situation which 
has not yet been completely remedied, makes 
him dependent upon outside aid, at. least 
for the time being. Entry into the war on 
the side of the Axis, would mean the im- 
mediate stoppage of the assistance which is 
being provided by the United States and 
Great Britain, and a reduction of his country 
fo the miseries from which it is slowly 
‘emerging. ~ 

In other words Mussolini has nothing ‘to| 
offer Spain, while Great Britain and the 
United States have plenty. It was in the 
circumstances idle for Mussolini to appeal to 





General Franco's gratitude for past favours. 
Doubtless, had he been in a position to do so, 
he- would have sought to repay them, for 
‘he is known as a strictly honourable man. 
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But even he has been obliged to bow to tho 
foree of circumstances, which impose upon 
him the necessity of keeping his country out 
of the war, and bullding up its damaged for- 
tunes. Mussolini is, therefore, thrown back 
upon his old friend Hitler. ‘The latter has 
been somewhat slow in coming to his assist~ 
ance, obviously for the purpose of increasing 
its value when he does deign to give it, 
When he does he will have placed Mussolini 
under firmer bonds than he has done up to 
the present, but it is doubtful whether even 
Hitler can ‘contribute anything towards re- 
storing the fallen fortunes of Italy on the 
‘African continent. 

Tt would be unwise, even in the light of 
‘Mussolini's failure with General Franco, to 
believe that Italy is on the verge of collapse. 
Tt may be that she will never collapse until 
Britain and her Allies have fought this war 
to a successful conclusion, for the “simple 
reason that Hitler will not permit it. Rather 
than allow such a thing he may confidently 
be expected to invade Italy, and reduce it 
to another appanage. of the Reich. It is 
going to be that anyhow should Hitler gain 
the day. It may come carlier should 
‘Mussolini seck to withdraw from the war 
upon which he so light-heartedly embarked. 
With his “empire” crumbling fast before his 
eyes, with the rapidly approaching 
bankruptey of his hungry nation, with the 
prospect of complete defeat before him, 
‘Mussolini turned to the last country which 
might have been able to help him. He has 
failed, and the British still control the 
‘Mediterranean. 





-THE PAST WEEK 
Feb. 17. 

‘The week which has just ended was 
amongst the most important periods which 
‘the world has passed through during this 
war. While there were no particularly 
spectacular developments much was said and 
done which may have a profound: influence 
on the future conduct of the war, Not the 
least important were the diplomatic offensives 
still continued by both Hitler and Mussolini. 
‘The latter visited by General Franco at 
Bordighera is reported to have made demands 
upon his visitor which it is claimed the latter 
refused, though communiqués released after 
the meeting alleged merely that General 
Franco had expressed his gratitude to Italy 
for the assistance given him during the civil 
war in Spain, and asserted the existence 
of a complete identity of views between the 
two countries, If that was all that General 
Franco made his journey for, he seems to have 
gone to wholly unnecessary Jengths’ to say 
‘something which could just as well have been 
broadcast from Madrid, and the assumption 
that he made his trip at Mussolini's request 
in order that the latter might endeavour to 
persuade him to throw in his lot with the 
Axis must still stand, 

In that, it would seem, Mussolini failed. 
Whether Hitler has been any more successful 
with Yugoslavia remains to be seen, Never= 
theless considerable importance attaches to 
the visit of the Yugoslav Prime and Foreign 
Ministers to Hitler's lair at Berchtesgaden. 
Hitler has long desired to include Yugoslavia 
in the Axis bloc, and though his diplomatic 
offensive of last November did not bring all 
the results he wanted, he has nevertheless 
‘been persevering, and has succeeded in bend~ 
ing Rumania to his will, Bulgaria being prob- 
ably in exactly the same case. ‘The massing 
of German troops along the Danubian border 
between Rumania and Bulgaria suggests that 
Hitler intends to move into the latter coun- 
try in the near future, Bulgaria will ap- 
parently offer no resistance, ‘firstly, because 
the’ Government believes it would be in- 
effectual, and secondly, because Hitler has 
offered it an outlet on the Aegean Sea, 
‘Yugoslavia, it is reported, strongly desires to 
maintain its neutrality, but without the sup- 
port of the Balkan States practically all of 
which are now under German domination, it 
would be in an isolated and comparatively 
wealt position. - 

Great Britain last week found itself obliged 
to take action with regard to Rumania, 
which Germany, as has been obvious for a 
long time past, clearly intends to use as ‘a 
military base for some future adventure, 
‘Though diplomatic relations between Great 
Britain and Rumania have been broken off, 
there has been no declaration of war. ‘The 
fact, however, that Britain has announced 
that she would regard Rumanian soil as un- 
der enemy occupation, clearly points to Bri- 
tain taking military action against the Ger- 
man bases in that country should such a 
step become necessary. If Bulgaria is final- 
ly persuaded to follow the Rumanian example, 
a similar declaration with regard to her will 
pave the way for aerial bombardment of the 
Rumanian oilfields, which so far as distances 
are concerned should prove a simple matter. 

In Albania the Greeks have succeeded in 
repulsing at least the fiftieth counter-attack 
which ° the Italians have staged since 
they were able to delay the Greek advance. 
‘The week has seen intense fighting with some 
successes going to the Grecks, a very sub- 
stantial number of prisoners, and quantities 














of material. In Africa the British appear to 
be making some progress and to have crossed 
the borders of Tripolitania, It is probable 
that some time will elapse before striking 
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news comes from that part of the African 
continent, for the British will make just as 
‘careful preparations for further advances as 
they have done'in the past, though the rem= 
nants of the Italian army here, consisting 
of approximately five divisions, is*not ex- 
pected to be in any position to’ offer any 
effective resistance. Meanwhile the British 
fare making some headway in Eritrea, Italian 
Somaliland, and Abyssinia, Italian resistance 
in the first named territory being somewhat 
sterner than anywhere else on the African 
continent; ‘The capture of Keren, heavily 
fortified and admirably situated for holding 
out, presents a problem to the British com= 
mand which may take some time to solve. 
In the Far East the situation still remains 
tense. ‘The scare concerning, the imminence 
of war in this part of the world has proved 
to be unjustified, though on the other hand 
it may be safely stated that up to the present 
nothing has occurred tending to bring about 
a'lessening of existing tension. 








THESE PROPAGANDISTS 
Feb. 17 

It really is astonishing the way Hitler's 
propagandists manage to let poor Mussolini 
down. ‘The latest example is the famous 
air-raid on ‘Taranto which wrought such 
heavy damage to the Italian Navy, and has 
obliged it to remain under the shelter of land 
fortifications, rather than assume command 
of the Mediterranean, which Mussolini, the 
ereator of communiqués which he claims 
fare the mirrors of truth, alleges is Italian. 
It will be remembered that British claims as 
to the destruction done to Italian warships 
in the harbour at Taranto, backed up by 
photographs which speak for themselves, 
s were strenuously denied by the Italians. Now 
comes one Herr Kircher, the Rome repre 
sentative of the “Frankfurter Zeitung,” who| 
spills all’ the beans out of the bag — 

‘Although the British communiqué on the 
alr raid'on Taranto was exaggerated, it is 
fact that true happenings at Taranto were 
sad enough. Some devil-may-care, foolhardy 
British pilots succeeded in firing torpedoes 
‘at Italian warships and damage was done 
to the young Italian fleet which is only in 
Mts most painful growing stages. 

‘The loss suffered will be felt for a long 
time, although one warship only was severely 
damaged ond others slightly damaged. ‘The 
strength of the Halian fleet has certainly 
not been increased through this, but Mussolini 
has given the assurance that it is still strong 
enough to safeguard communieations In the 
‘Mediterranean, 

Far from the raid being the work of a few 
rash British pilots, it was an operation car- 
ried out after careful planning by the RAF, 
and the Navy, and constituted one of the first 
heavy blows which have been struck against 
the ‘Italians. Mussolini's claim that the 
Talian fleet is still strong enough to safe 
guard communications in the Mediterranean 
will probably have come as a surprise to 
Marshal Graziani who has been clamouring, 
for reinforcements in men and material for 
months, and has not received them, simply 
Decause Mussolini cannot transport them 
‘across the sea, which the British Navy so 
competently controls. 

Another German publicist has been worry 
ing over the staunch courage which the Brit- 
ish have been displaying since Hitler com- 
menced his wanton air attacks on the civilian 
people of Great Britain. Thus a writer in 
the “Lokalanzeiger” in an article under the 
heading “The British Public” writes as fol- 
lows = 

‘The question that many of us have prob- 
ably asked ourselves again and again during 
the past week is: How can the London people 
withstand it? Is their capacity for suffering 
unlimited, or are the dwellers in England's 
cltles a mass of heroes? 

|, He answers the question in this manner :— 

‘That which appears to the world to be 

the British power of resistance is really 














nothing more than the nature of the British 
masses. ‘The average Englishman, from the 
proletariat to the limits of the lower-middle 
lasses, is fundamentally a fatalist. He takes 
‘the world os it offe 


itself, and Is not troubled 





herd of willsless 
‘creatures with but ono desire--to eat, slecp 
‘and make merry. For his own life the English 
‘man would not give a penny, for he knows 
it is not worth that much+ 
‘This is in effect no answer at all, and reveals 
a complete ignorance of the British charac- 
ter, which has made the Empire what it is, 
and will continue to preserve it. It is true 
that Britons think life of little worth if they’ 
have to live it in circumstances such as the 
Germans with their atavistic barbarism would 
seek to impose upon the world. If the 
“average Briton took the world as it offers 
itself he would long ago have surrendered 
to the German onslaughts, but it is in his 
determination to improve it by the elimina- 
tion of totalitarian menace that he is de- 
monstrating his great capacity to suffer for 
good cause. If indeed the British are 
merely a race of serfs, what is to be said for 
the Germans of Hitler's fashioning, deprived 
even of the right to think for themselves, 
spoon-fed on doctrines which they are ob- 
liged to accept without question, living re~ 
gimented lives in which they dare not call 








their souls.their own? What this strange] 
student of British characteristics fails to| 
realize is that the spirit, which has made’ 
the Britons what they are, has not diminish- 
Jed down the centuries, and that what Hitler 
would like to think is a decadent race is still 
endowed with a virility which must astonish 
even the British themselves,

It is a pity that many Japanese of the same 
opinion as Mr. Ryozo Asano, vice president| 
of the Japan Steel Tubing Co., are not more 
articulate than they are at present.

attacks. When he says that the English are 
“tough,” he is paying a great compliment to 
the courage and tenacity of the British people. 
For he is in a position to recognise the kind 
of “toughness” he refers to. Born and bred 
an~American, he very early in his career 
‘became concerned with improving the condi~ 
tions of the poor in his native state of Iowa. 
At the same time he was working with child. 
‘welfare associations in the same area. Later 
he was a divisional. director at New Orleans 
of the American Red Cross, and became’ 
widely known for his work’ in improving. 
health conditions and -other general relief. 
‘Those who have followed the very wide- 
spread activities of the American Red Cross 
will understand that in the course of the 
relief undertaken by this excellent organiza- 


had conversed with. workers and others who |, 





tion, executives have unhappy opportunities 
to sce misery at its worst, and to gauge the 
reactions of those to suffer from it. Such an| 
executive is in a position to pronounce judg- 
ment one way or the other on the “tough~ 
ness” of those who are facing real hardship, 
who are in the midst of a crisis which might 
result in their total destruction, should they 
give way, or might result in their triumph 
‘should they come through. And there is little 
doubt that the British people will come 
through. 

Of the courage of the British people in the 
present emergency’there have been too many 
instances to mention. In a recent issue of 
the “New York Times” the story was told 
of the bombing of a hospital in Surrey. ‘The 
‘Matron wrote: “We have been bombed again, 
the worst yet....Two sticks of bombs drop- 
ped on the hospital, ten in all...I shall 
never forget as long’ as I live the noise of 
the explosions one after the other till they 
‘seemed merged in one....The damage was’ 
0 great that we had (o evacuate about 250 
of the children, who were perfectly wonder- 
ful. Ward after ward T visited and was 
greeted with cheery shouts... ‘We're all 
right, Matron, only a bit of broken glass.’ 
In one ward I said ‘Are you frightened, | 
boys?" and they scornfully replied, ‘Frighten- 
ed? We're British!” and began to. sing 
And as for my young nurses, words fail to 
eseribe thelr coolness and courage. Wher- 
ever I went it was, ‘Are you all right, 
Matron?" before I had time (o get a word out, 
If this Is the stuff of which the rising gener 
tion of Britons is made—and it is—we have 
no reason to fear for the future of this lovely 
land of ours.” ‘This is the opinion of an 
elderly woman, written with no idea that it 
might be published. It is a private tribute to 
the wonderful spirit in which the youth of 
Britain are taking the worst that the Nazis 
can give them. In the words of Mr. Hopkins, 
it is simply another testimony to British 
“toughness.” 

Lest these citations may be taken as so 
much self-praise and thus discounted, the 
testimony of a third witness may be recalled. 
This witness is no other than Adolf Hitler 
himself, the inspiration and chief criminal of 
this war. In “Mein Kampf” Hitler wrote: 
"A. people's ability to form alliances is far 
less determined by a dead lot of existing 
arms than by the visible presence of a flam= 
ing will of self-preservation and heroic| 
death-defying courage. For an alliance is| 
not concluded with arms but with human. 
beings. Therefore the English people must 
be looked upon as the most valuable ally in 
the world so long as its leaders and the spirit 
of its great masses permit us to expect that| 
brutality and toughness which is determined 
to fight out, by all means, to the victorious 
end a struggle once started, without con- 
sidering time and sacrifices, in which case 
the actual military armament need not be' 
in any proportion to that of other states.” 
‘The British people have to thank Herr Hitler 
himself for having brought out the spirit of 
“brutality and toughness" he describes in this 
statement. ‘There can be little doubt, in 
view of what he perceived before when he 
wrote the extract quoted, that he is under 
no illusionment as to the’ seriousness of the 
enemy he has to face. He is the last and 
final witness who need be called to support 
the independent testimony of Mr. Hopkins. 
For Hitler is also in a position to know 
“toughness” when he sees it

dragon, The real test of the successful entry

Japan Said Facing 
‘Three Vital Issues 


Tokyo. Feb. 10. 

Disposal of the China War and 
readjustment of relations between 
Japan and Soviet Russia are two of 
the three cardinal issues that require 
immediate solution by the Japanese 
Government, says Mr. Telichi Muto, 
famous commentator, in an article in 
the “Hochi.” ‘The third problem, he 
states is internal reform. 

‘Mr, Muto says that a solution of] 
these three issues is necessary be- 
fore Japan ventures southward, 

He continues: “Japan's southward 
drive ig absolute and necessary. She 
hhas neither resources nor a. large 
territory. Except for the spirited 
temperamen of the nation. she has 
nothing special. That Japan _must| 
seek a way for self-existence to the 
south is absolute and needs no em- 
phasis, This country is concentra! 
ing on the construction of what is 
called a high-tension States, but its 
realization rests on acquisition of 
natural resources. 

“Must then this be undertaken im= 
mediately? Before Japan atfains this. 
‘objective, it must ‘solve the three 
cardinal and basic issues, namely, an 
immediate disposal of" the China 
affair, readjustment of Japan-Soviet 
relations, thereby removing Japan's 
need for an abnormal northern de- 
fence, and carrying out of reforms 
in its domestic structure. In other 
words, the solution of these three, 
principles is synonymous with Japan's 
southward penetration. 

“Fortunately, however, the China 
‘offair has resulted in a decisive vic+ 
tory in Japan's favour as far military 
‘operations are concerned, and this! 
is due to the Japanese army and 
navy. However, there is still much 
eft to be desired on matters other 
than military and this is why the: 
situation still appears as it is. 

“Japan, so to speak, is carrying a 
‘heavy burden in the’ shape of the 
China affair. It is impossible for 
Japan to venture southward with the 
Uhreat of a strong force of the Soviet| 
Union remaining in the north. The

Kidnapping Said Fake 


‘The manager of a well-known

Chinese press that the kidnapping of 
‘a merchant named Hsieh Tsu-kwang. 
in Connaught Road on Monday night 
was simply a ruse.

Tt was 
hinted that the kidnapping might be 
a device to save Hsich's face, as his 
ame was associated with the new 
Chamber group.

Chungking 
hhas ordered that there should ben 
Feorganization of such public bodies 
during the hostilities, 

‘There was a Chinese Chamber 
up organized by the late Mayor Fu 
Siao-en, ut it was learned yester 
‘ay that its members have not been 
active and in fact it was suggested, 
by one Chinese source that it might 
have been absorbed by the Nanking!

has been issuing certificates to mer- 
chants transporting goods to Chung- 
kingreontrolied districts for sale, to 
help the Government in boycotting| 
the Japanese of semi-Japanese. goods 
made in Shanghai and its vicinity.

‘Those who 
Hvuddenly withdraw and deposit big 
sums of money are required to be 
junder special supervision by the 
banks concerned, 

Merchants applying for loans from 
‘banks will have to mention specifical- 
yin writing that they are not 
Jengaged in dealing in Japanese goods 
jor seeretly transporting enemy goods, 
‘They have also to state that they will 
bbe willing to receive severe punish- 
ments if they violate the rule, As 
ready there are numerous merchants 
in Shanghai dealing in Japanese 
}goods, It remains to be seen how the 
banks will react towards the new 
Jorder from Chungking, 

‘Those mortgaging goods with banks 
in exchange for cash must algo prove 
that thelr goods are not of enemy 
origin, and to do so they have to 
{urnish cortifeates given by Chambers 
Jot Commerce in thelr respective dis 
triets, ‘The banks are required to re- 
port ‘those secretly engayed in deal- 
ini In enemy goods or violating the 
‘blockade regulations in a different 
way.

Armed Gang Makes 
$71,000 Haul 


Shanghai, Feb, 17, 

A huge haul of valuable antiques 
and curlos was made by a gang of 
‘armed robbers from a shop at 70 
Chaotung Road yesterday morning at 
1045 o'clock, ‘The gang of eight men, 
three of whom were armed, ransack- 
ed the shop from top to boitom after 
intimidating the occupants, and made 
‘ff with loot to the value’ of $71,000. 
Tt was at first thought that the iotal 
‘haul was in the region of $200,000, 
but the robbers overlooked a box con- 
taining gold ornaments and jewellery 
‘worth nearly $130,000, 

‘The gang pushed info the shop 
when they found the door open, and 
intimidated six of the occupants, who 
were driven to an upstairs room 
where two more shop assistants were 
working. Two members of the gang 
watched this room while ‘the re 
‘mainder broke’ open cupboards and 
cases, seizing the contents. A sate 
‘containing a comparatively small sum 
Jn cash was also broken open, ‘The 
whole robbery was over inside ten 
minutes, although an larm was not 
raised by the occupants for well over 
[an hour. 

Bofore the bandits left they tied up 
the shop owner and his assistants and 
warned them not to try to raise an 
alarm for at least an hour. ‘The 
vietims were finally released when a 
neighbour entered the shop, and 
finding no one downstairs went up to 
the first floor. 

A box containing the most valu ble 
Property on the premises was com- 
pletely overlooked by the robbers, 
Since it was lying beneath a pile of 
Papers. The shop-owner, in reportin 
to the police, stated that this had 
also been taken, but later found it 
safely hidden away. 


























Acute Shortage Here 
Of Tobacco

foreign cigareites is chiefly due to 
foreign exchange rates, _ Chinese 
cigarette manufacturers have inere- 
Jased their prices chiefly because of| 
Jdimiculty in obtaining tobacco leaf, 
Formerly, Chinese firms mixed to: 
bacco from Virginia, Hsuchow 
Honan) and Chingchow but it is 
very dimleult to obtain Hsuchow 
tobacco , now, Strict control over 
[Chingehdw tobacco by Nanking will 
not permit shipment to Shanghai. 
Chinese firms are using tobacco 
from Fengyang (Anhwei) and also 
large quantities ‘of | Japanese and 
Indian tobacco, Tobacco leaf is priced 
five times more than before and. 
cigarette paper is 10 times greater.

Two Killed 


At Farrens | 


Shanghai, Feb. 16. 
‘A British woman, Miss’ Daisy Sim- 
mons, and an. Austrian watchman 
named, Walter Lunzer were killed 
‘early this morning after a sensational 
shooting affray at Farren’s, famous 
Tocal night club off Great’ Western 
Road. Miss Simmons was hit by a 
bullet fired by members of a gang 
‘of about twelve orlentals, who had 
invaded the resort, and the watch 
man was shot and mortally wounded 
when he gallantly attempted to grap- 
ple with the men in the roulette room 
fn the first floor.” Both Miss Simmons, 
and Lunzer were taken to the Coun- 
Sry Hospital_‘by private car but all 
‘efforts to save thelr lives failed. 
During the shooting pandemonium 
reigned in the ballroom and in the 
roulette room where hundreds of 
Shanghallanders dashed for cover, 
overturning chairs and tables as 
sholy were fired by the gang to- 
wards the cellings of both rooms. 
‘The men, believed to be Koreans, 
entered the night spot through the 
front door, each one carrying a. 
‘Mauser pistol. ‘They made their] 
way upstairs Into the roulette room| 
where a large erowd was gathered 
over the tables, Several shots wore: 
fired by them at the ceiling =“and 
at this moment Lunzer. gallantly 
Attempted to grapple with the men, 
Ho was immediately shot down,| 
During the mad rush that followed 
the shooting it was not noticed that 
‘Miss Simmons also had been hit 
but after the gang had lett the room 
she was ‘noticed lying on the 
floor by the roulette table shot| 
through the chest, ‘The bullet, it

‘upstairs, into an uproar. 

Although the gunmen had all the 
employees of the resort and. the 
usual Saturday night erowd com- 
pletely cowed afler brandishing thelr 
guns and firing several shots in the 
‘aff, they had made no attempt to 
stage a robbery, which strengihened 
‘the belief that this was not the 
motive of their intrusion into the 
right club.

‘by the Tung Jen Pu Yuen Tang, an- 
‘other Chinese philanthropic body, 
‘and reports on hand yesterday in- 
dicated that seven bodies were picked 
up by the Concession organization 
on Wednesday alone. 


Beggar Camp Full 


‘The matshed houses for beggars 
under the care of the Salvation Army 
are filled to capacity and numerous 
beggars are still seen shivering in 
the cold in Shanghat's streets. ‘Their 
presence in the streets has had mixed 
Feception in the Chinese press, While 
appealing for sympathy for the poor 
and destitute, Chinese writers are of 
the opinion ‘that many beggars are. 
not worthy of public attention. It is| 
Feported that many of them are not| 
willing to be confined to camps! 
erected by philanthropists, wishing 
to preserve thelr dreedom of mover 
ment and obtaining easy money. Re-| 
ports are current that many of the 
beggars now seen in streets have 
escaped from beggar camps.

The War: - 
And What the Stars Say

Taurus (Saturn, Jupiter, Uranus, Sun, 
‘Mercury and Venus) ‘opposing the 
‘Moon in Scorpio and square to Mars: 
in Aquarius, mark the crisis of the 
present conflict and Hitler’s Waterloo. 


Regardless of this we are not imé| 
mediately going to seitle down to 
peace and prosperity, for there will 
be an economic earthquake as well 
‘ag voleanie earthquakes caused by 
these planets, ‘This configuration  is| 
‘one of the outstanding events in the 
selence of astrology and has not! 
‘occurred before in many hundreds of 
years. 

+ This was discussed in May 1039 at 
‘convention of astronomers and 
astrologers at the Planetarium in 
New York City, which T attended.

Sm—About two weeks ago I read| 

ithe correspondence. column of| 





“your esteemed paper, a leller by a 


Tatepayer who’ has the welfare of 
}the general public at heart, and who| 
[suggested that the taxes, which were| 
falready too high for the ordinary 
work-a-day folk, with the “40 per 
‘cent. surcharge,’ which was surely 
to be sametioned at the ratepayers 
meeting a few days _afterwards,| 
‘would cripple the finances of a vast| 
majority of Shanghallanders —who| 
‘were already groaning under the| 
unprecedented surcharges on rent, 
electricity, gas, water, ele. as welll 
a the rise in the fares of the buses| 
‘and trams, in fact, all the public 
utilities. “He suggested that the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Council should! 
give up their present. sanctimonious! 
attitude and. immediately license a’ 
casino, to be run under the strict 
Supervision of the .Couneil, in the| 
Settlement. ‘The revenue from this| 
source alone, would relieve the tax~| 
Payers of a large percentage of the 
faxes they are at present paying, if| 
ot free them from the taxes altoge- 

It is obvious that the Japanese| 
military and their satellites are re-| 
ceiving a tremendous amount from| 
the gambling joints on the outside| 
roads to enable them to carry on 
their war in China and make pre-| 
arations for further aggression else. 
where, and this money paid by the 
Chinese, Tam sure, can easily pull 
the Shanghai ‘Municipal Counell ‘out 
of its present embarrassment and 
place it on its feet, so the Council| 
should not sit back with arms crossed 
‘and allow the general public to be! 
muleted of thelr last cent without 
making an effort to help them out| 
of their predicament, The very fact| 
that they have done ‘their part “Pro| 
Bono Publico,” even though it hurt| 


them terribly “financially, proves! 
their loyalty, therefore something 
should be done to relieve them of 


these killing taxes. It must be dis- 
tinetly understood, that all the offices| 
in town do not give the same allow- 
ance for the high cost of livin 
The lucky ones get 250 per cent.

‘The very idea of the Council 
‘gneering at licensing a casino for the| 
benefit of all Shanghai | residents, 
when public gambling is being run, 
among others, by the Shanghal Race 
Club, under ‘the pretence of giving] 
a small percentage to charity. This, 
of course, is not their fault, as they 
have done this for a long ‘time for| 
8 worthy cause, long before our pre- 
Sent predicament. ‘This instance is| 
iven only as a matter for argument, 
and the Shanghai Stock Exchange, 
whieh trades in millions daily and 
gives nothing away, is, to say the 
east, scandalous, as it looks like this 
city is run purely for the benent of| 
the rich and the poor pay the piper. 
T see in this morning's papers, in 
the official report for the week end- 
ing February 8, that there were 1,- 
866 deaths, Out of this total, a very 
small percentage died a ' natural 
death, “the balance | were either! 
starved, or frozen to death, or both. 
Now, if we had a casino, we could 
very’ easily set aside a handsome 
amount for looking after these 
miserable creatures and give them| 











@ chance in this cold and cruel 
world. 
‘The Council could very easily 


issue a provisional license, say for! 
six months or one year, and if the 
result of operations do not come up 
to expectations, then they could very 
well withdraw: same and, at least, 
the poor will then know’ that they} 
had been given a chance. 

It this letter catches the eye of 
the ratepayer mentioned above, T 
wish he would communicate with 
me with a view to getting together 
‘and discussing the matier of running] 
‘a casino for the profit of the general 
Public principally, as he suggested 
that he would form a commitice and 
approach the Council in the ap- 
proved manner.

Dog Thefts: 


Organized Gang at Work

“Nowi-Cinxa Dany News 
‘Sin—Reliable information has been 
recelved by the SSPCA, that an 
orgonized gang of dog thieves are! 
stealing good dogs and shipping them 
to Hongkong for sale, The names of 
the prinelpals are known, but up 10 
now we have not been able to cateh 











them ‘in the act, Our informant is| hat 


afraid to give evidence in Court, but 
hhas furnished us with the method 
employed. Coolies are sent at night 
to-a residence where a good dog is| 
‘opt and a hole is cut in the bamboo 
foneo or duy under the wall. ‘The 
dog is then enticed out, by various 
‘means, olther at night or early in the 
morning when the house coolie 
allows the dog to run in the garden. 
When the dog appears in the aper- 
ture a nooze at the end of a pole 
Ig slipped around its neck and the 
animal Is dragged out and taken to) 
the home of one of the coolles, ‘The: 
dog is then ‘crated and placed on, 
board a sampan or small eargo-boat| 
andthe crate hoisted on board. a 
coasting vessel about halt an hour 
before its departure for Hongkong. 
Of course, one or more of the! 
Chinese on board’ the ship are in| 
Teague with the thieves. 

‘The shipping companies are giving 
us full co-operation. A fine cocker 
spaniel which was found in a chicken | 
coop. of one of the sleamers on the| 
Hongkong run after the vessel left 
Shanghai was “brought back and 
Handed over to the Soelety by the 
chief officer, as it had been smuggled 
fon board and there were strong| 
suspicions that it had been stolen. 
‘The man who called for the dog at 
Hongkong hada Hongkong Gover- 
ment permit. to import an Alsatian, 
‘The SSP.CA, is now trying to find 
out from whom the dog was stolen, 

Dog owners are requested to in- 
struet their coolies to make sure that| 
there are no holes in the garden 
fence or under the wall before theit 
dogs are allowed out in the morning. 
‘A ‘wise precaution 1s. to keep. the 
yarden gate bolled and to have a. 
bell Installed, as dog thieves are also: 
prowling around during the day.

_ Shanghai's Dead: 


And Needs of the Living 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Ciiwa Datty News” 

Sinn your and other local news. 
papers this morning appeared reports 
upon the number of dead bodies 
picked up on the streets of the Inter~ 
ational Settlement and the French 
Concession on Tuesday and Wednes- 
dcy, February 11 and 12, respectively, 
following the fall of sléet and snow 
‘on the former of these two dates and 
the resulting Intense cold, 

‘These reports, while they reves! a 
srizzly state of ‘affairs, are somewhat 
‘misleading In that they rather suggest 
that the deaths of the individuals 
icked up are all due to the severe 
‘weather ccnditions, ‘This is not 
case, as indicated by the great pre- 
ponderance of children's bodies picked 
up over those of adults. In the Settle. 
mont on Tuesday, the umber ot 
‘children’s bodies picked up was 85, of 
‘adulto 24, and on Wednesay the num- 
bers were 84 children's bedies to 11 
Bodies of adults. 

Tt must be taken into consideration 
that in Shanghai the Chinese Inhabl 
tants have a habit of putting th 
bedies of infants that die out on the 
streets, leaving no clue as to the 
latter’s identity. In a eity the size of 
‘Shanghai the death rate of children 
even in periods of normal or mild 
weather is considerable, and a large 
proportion cf these are placed out on 
the streets. T have frequently seen 
the bodies of well. dressed ‘children 
lying out on the side-walks in. the 
‘Western Distriet, obviously the child. 
ren of people who could afford to 
bury them. Such children ‘cortainly 
did not die of cold or want, and it 
would be interesting to know what 
proportion of the children whose 
bodies were picked up on Tuesday and 
Wednesday belonged to this category. 

‘The same applies, only to a very 
much less degree, to the bodies of 
adults found on’ Shanghai streets, 
‘mainly because Shanghal has such a 
large Chinese floating population. 
Many Chinese trom other parts of the 
country die herewith no relatives 
hhere to bury them, and it 1s natural 
that their bodies should be placed on 
the streets or on vacant lols, where 
the employees of the two ‘Chinese 
‘organizations for ‘burying unknown 
‘dead may find them. 

‘Making every allowance, however, 
there can be no questioning the fact 
that a hideously’ high number of 
beggars, adult and juvenile, die of ex- 
posure ‘on the streets of Shanghai 
When severe weather such os we have 
Just experienced occurs in this area, 
‘And this brings me to the real pur- 
ose of this letter. Can not more be 
done to ‘the large numbers of 
‘miserable wretches one sees on, say, 
such a street as Avenue Edward Vit 
any day of the week? I know that

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LEND AND LEASE AID

‘The introduction of the President's Arms 
Lending BIll to Congress in the early days 
of January was for many reasons one of the 
‘most important developments in American 
Policy towards the war. It marked the third 
Gistinet change since the German armies 
moved into Poland. ‘The central feature of 
this third and greatest change in American 
foreign poliey was that Congress was for the 
first time asked directly to modify its former 
Policy of Impartiality and adopt an attitude 
of diplomatic favouritism. Tt was not asked 
directly to repeal the Neutrality “Act, but 
it was asked to pass a bill which would have 
the effect of destroying the last threads of 
American neutrality and would place the 
United States clearly and without equivoca 
tion in the category of a non-belligerent 
supporter of the Democracies, 

Signs of change were noticeable carly in 
December, while the President was still re 
cuperating, in the Caribbean from a stren- 
uuously fought election. Secretary. of State 
Cordelt Hull began to receive reports from 
abrond which made him realize that the 
attitude of the United States was allogether 
too casual. Military victories were being 
obtained in “Albania and in Northern Africa, 
Dut if those victories were to be consolidated 
and continued, vast amounts of military 
supplies would be nécessary, ‘The United 
States was receiving constant_calls from 
Greece, from China and from Britain itselt 
for more arms and more planes, while 
American industry, instead of ‘being’ able to 
‘meet this need, was supplying less than had 
been anticipated during the summer, The 
defence commissioner in charge of production, 
‘Mr. Knudsen, spoke of the “terrible urgency” 
of the situation, ‘The eritical time was 
coming, he made clear, not at some date 
towards the end of 1941 or the beginning of 
1942, but within the next three months, 

When tho President returned from his 
cruise, he found his leading Administration 
officials anxious and eager for him to make 
some bold move which would put new life 
into the country’s lagging defence efforts and 
which would assure to the countries fighting 
aggression a continuous flow of supplies. He 
algo found that the Treasury Department and 
‘8 British financiat mission had been discussing 
what could be done when Britain's available 
dollar vesourees in the United States had. 
been exhausted: Another factor in the situa 
tion was that during his absence, various 
Igolationist groups ‘had increased thelr 
activity, ‘The Committee to Defend America 
by Aiding the Allies was split on the question 
of whether that aid should be undertaken 
even at the risk of war, while in opposition 
to it, two extremely ' active groups, the 
America First Committee, and the No Foreign 
Wars Committeo, were making effective 
appeals to the public, 

“The President grasped the nettle boldly. 
‘Once this plan for leasing or lending Ameri- 
can arms to Britain, Greece and China, had 
been proposed, every effort was made to 
swing public opinion into line behind it. 
First, the President made a fireside chat in 
which he spoke more plainly than ever be 
fore of the dangers which America would 
faco if there were an Axis victory. “Never 
bofore since Jamestown and Plymouth Rock 
‘has our American civilization been in such 
danger as now.” Tt was in danger because 
three aggressor powers, Germany, Italy and 
Japan, had “joined themselves together in 
the threat that if the United States of America 
interfered with or blocked the expansion pro 
Gramme of these three nations—a programme 
aimed at world control—they would unite in 
ultimate action, against the United States. 

‘The teader of the most powerful of the 
three had stated only three weeks before 
the President spoke, “There are two worlds 
that stand opposed. to cach other.” In view 
of this threat, sald the President, no one had 
any right to urge Britain to make peace with 
Germany. Such a peace would merely be 
the prelude for further expansion. ‘The 
United States and all American countries 
“would be living at the point of a gun.” ‘The 

orld would be run by threats of brute force 
‘andl to survive in such a world, we would 
have (0 convert ourselves permanently into a 
militaristic power on the basis of war 
‘economy.’ 

It was equally important, the President 
maintained, to ald British resistance now, for 
only if Britain survived,’ would the United 
States be able to avoid having to fight a last 
ditch war later. “In a military sense Great | 
Britain and the British Empire are today the 
spearhend of resistance to world conquest.” 
‘They were the “defenders in the front lines.” 
America’s task was to see that they were 
fully supplied with everything required to 
carry ‘out the struggle, “All our present 
efforts are not enough. We must have more 
ships, more guns, more of everything.” The 
President made no mention of his arms lend- 
ing plan. “He merely insisted that for the 
sake of American security arms must, flow 
abroad in ever increasing quantities and that 











‘The President proposed, instead of-2 lean, 
that within a reasonable time, following the 
close of hostilities, similar materials should 
be restored to the United States or at the 
option of the President other goods should 
be accepted. “Let us say to the Democracies, 
‘We Americans are vitally concerned in your 
defence of freedom. We are putting forth 
‘our energies, our resources, and our organiz~ 
ing powers to give you the strength to regain 
and maintain a free world. We shall send 
you in ever increasing numbers ships, planes, 
tanks and guns. This is our purpose and our 
pledge’. 

‘There were, as the President declared in 
his fireside chat, risks in any course the 
United States could take, but there would be 
less risks if the United States financed a 
British war effort than if it allowed Ger~ 
many to triumph or encourage Britain 
accept a negotiated peace. By “risks” is 
meant the possibility of American lives 
being lost in actual fighting. ‘The President 
believed that if Britain’ is adequately 
supplied, “the Axis Powers are not going 
to win’ this ‘war.” Does he also. believe, 
erities asked immediately, that Britain will 
bbe able to loosen the German grip on the 
Continent of Europe without American 
military participation? Doubt on this score 
ig behind much of the current pressure for 
Great Britain to declare its war aims. When 
Britain is asked to declare her war aims, she 
is really being asked to state under what 
conditions she will be prepared to cease 
hostilities Must Germany be driven back 
behind her 1933 borders, or would she be 
allowed to retain some of the territory which 
she has acquired since Adolf Hitler came to 
power? 





President Roosevelt declared in his fire- 
side chat, “No man can tame a tiger into a 
Kitten by stroking it.” This would seem to 
imply that the tiger, namely Hitler, must be 
put behind bars. At the moment the tiger's. 
Giplomatic representatives are accepted in. 
Washington and his Consular cubs recognized 
in leading American cities. ‘This condition 
is in itself a form of appeasement and an 
inconsistency which is likely to cause trouble 
in the future. The President, however, is! 
not so much interested in maintaining a! 
logical pattern in his foreign policy as in 
achieving results and as long as inconsisten- 
eles do not hamper the final objectives, he 
sees mo necessity for creating further diff 
culties by attempting to get rid of them. 

‘The President's message to the new Con-| 
‘gress might well be compared with President 
Monroe's famous message of December 2, 
1823. President Roosevelt tacitly repudiated 
a fundamental part of the Monroe Doctrine. 
President Monroe, following George Washing. 
ton, declared that the United States had no 
interest. in. the wars of European powers. 
President Roosevelt declared that, “Consider- 
ations for our own security will never permit 
tus to acquiesce in a peace dictated by aggres- 
sors. and sponsored by appeasers."_Pre- 
sident Monroe disclaimed any interest in the 
form of government of European nations. 
‘The United States would consider “the 
government de facto as the legitimate govern- 
ment for us.” President Roosevelt made it 
clear that the United States would never rest 
‘Secure while the Nazi Government remained 
in power. In short, President Roosevelt has 
delivered a series of funeral orations over 
the grave of old-fashioned isolationism.

US. Aided Through 
Assisting Britain 


Washington, Feb. 16, 


British and French purchases of 
U.S, war planes were primatily res- 
ponsible for the present expansion

Relations committee by letter re- 
cently. 


Colonel Stimson upheld the polley 
of furnishing fighting planes to 
Britain and said that he desired to 
make his position clear because of 
alleged misrepresentations concern= 
ing his views published recently in a 
Washington newspaper. 

Hed not British and French war~ 
plane orders given the US. alrcra(t 
industry a “head start” on’ produc- 
ton, Colonel Stimson said, the United 
States “at the present time would 
be in a very grave situation as to 
the plants and. facilities which we 
now’ need for the pending’ 
emergency.” 


Deliveries Expected Soon 


Colonel Stimson’s letter continued: 

“Within four to six months we ex= 
pect accelerated deliveries of late 
model combat planes on contract for 
‘our air corps. These planes will in= 
corporate the latest developments 
arising out of actual combat ex- 
perience, In some eases, where more 
modern equipment can’ be obtained 
by deferring delivery of certain types 
for a few months, we have felt it 
wise to do so because such action will 
help to prevent our air corps from 
being furnished with planes which 
would be obsolete on the dates of 
delivery. 

“As an example of the benefits 
which this Government is recelving 
from what hag been called a ‘defer- 
ment’ to the British, I need cite only 
one example. Last December we had 
on order certain bombers of the B-24 
type, the first deliveries of which 
Were expected to begin that month. 
We consented to defer these des 
liveries to us in order that the manu= 
facturer might instead make delivery 
to the British of some of the same 
type of planes, thus postponing our 
‘own deliveries for several months. 
‘Ay consideration for the transaction 
‘we received outright from the British 
a large number of aireraft engines 
‘owned by them and: urgently noeded 
by our alr corps. 


Advantages Gained 

“Thus, by that deferment we were 
not only enabled to put into the air 
a number of our own flying fortresses 
as well as other types of planes 
which had theretofore been kept un- 
completed for lack of engines, but 
We shall receive, on the ultimate de- 
liveries of our B-24's, planes which 
‘will contain all the’ improvements.

Impressions of 


Visit to Singapore Given ; 


Too Sanguine Youths Disappointed 


By J. W. P. Manat 


Shanghai, Feb. 12. 


AVING just returned from a trip to Singapore and contacted a 


number of Shanghai Boys i 





‘and around that city, it would 


appear that a lot of points regarding British Army recruits require 
some explanation which should be known to prospective volunteers 
as there now: seems 10 be considerable misunderstanding. 


‘The majority of the men whom 1 
contacted and heard of seem to be 
under the impression that coming 
from. Shanghal, or for that matter 
anywhere in China, to serve their 
country they must ‘get commissions 
whether they were qualified for such 
commissions or nol, ‘The men already 
sent have had considerable dimiculties 
to contend with, ‘They have been 
drafted in small’ numbers into units 
‘already established and trained, to 
all intents and purposes, under active 
Service conditions, This drafting of 
‘entirely untrained men—except for 
fa tle service in the local volunteers 
naturally does not make a smooth 
course for these men, and while it 
ean hardly be,vory satisfactory to the 
units into which these) men are 
drafted, these regiments or other 
branches of the service are made up 
entirely with men who have had pro- 
per army drill and training in their 
respective units, a. great majority 
having at least some years service 
while others have already seen active 
service, Consequently a recruit going 
into such a body of men is naturally 
at first rather out of his depth, 

‘Ih most enses—as one would expect 

<I'found that special arrangements 
hod been made by the units con- 
cerned to give these recruits concen- 
trated short training, whereby they 
get through in several weeks what 
‘would usually take from three (0 six 
months, T must say that most of the 
eeruils scemed to” have come out 
quite well under these conditions. 


Must Be ‘Trained First 

Every few months Commanding 
Oficers of various regiments, 
fasked {0 recommend. candidates’ for 
the Omer Cadets ‘Training Unit, It 
therefore naturally follows that’ our 
China reerults, with the concentrated 
training of only three to four weeks 
‘against rogular men of several years’ 
experience, must not expect to be 
vecommended "by thelr commanding, 
officers before completing recruits’ 
course, as they naturally cannot ox- 
pect to show up nearly as well. They 
have, however, the advantage usually 
of having had better education than 
the majority of regular soldiers, and 
it they recollect that the minimum 
probationary period stated was three 
months (six in the U,K,) and then 
ot down to work properly, and study 
really hard, they eventually must got 
their’ chaneo, 

‘This Is the answer to any young 
men who may grumble because they 
do not immediately get recommended 
to be prospective oficers, Looking 
over the list of the few men I con- 
faetod and heard of, the percentage 
of Shanghai Boys so far recommended 
Jv extremely good, those who seom 
disappointed are deluding themselves 
that they can iin before they can 
‘walk and, sorry to say, show a ten 
dency to think they know better than 
their superiors, 

‘Menial Tiisks Necessary 

AN Voluntecrs must understand 
that in any army in the world it is 
not possible for men to become com- 
‘manders immediately, and there are 
4 Jot of tasks (many of thom menial) 
‘which must be done by all soldiers to 
enable their particular regiments or 
units to be self-contained, "A number 
fof remarks were made to me by re- 
cruits from Shanghal saying that they 
did not join the army to clean bar- 
racks and equipment, and barrack 
squares, ete, Somebody must do this 
type of work, It is neither feasible 
nor economic’ for a modern army to 
have innumerable camp followers 10 
every private soldier, to do the many. 
foliguing tasks, and’ so confine the 
soldiors to actual fighting only, 

‘The burnishing of buekets and 
equipment, and heel-plates of boots 
may not seem to a man to be partic 
ccularly useful, but between the hours 
of training ‘and recreation, it is 
essential to build up or maintain the 
high standard of personal and coliec~ 
tive cleanliness, self-pride, smartness. 
and such thiigs which’ make the 
Brilish army the envy and the British 
‘Tommy the finest Aghting man (under 
«ll cireumstanees) ‘that there is in 
the world, Also it keeps him from 
getting into trouble, and looking at 
it from all ongles the time is certain- 


























ly, not wasted! 
‘The question of normal fatigues, 
eleaning barracks and - barrack 


squares, and various other jobs are 
absolutely essential fof the health and 
welfare of every unit, The troops 


are extremely lucky in Malaya where 
they are housed in good quarters, alry 
znd cool, in fact they are issued’ with 
pyjamas, mosquito nets; etc. ‘They 
[ere well-fed having proper cooks, be- 
sides which there are — built-up 
latrines, and various other advantages, 
[Should, however, they move out of 
barracks they ‘will have to erect ana 
maintain such sundries, therefore it is 
essential to engrain into men the 
necessity and ability to doing jobs 
such as cooking, fatigue, and digging 
‘and Alling in latrines, éte, 


Extra Lecture 


Adequate arrangements are made! 
for ouldoor games, Except when on 
special duty they do no work in the 
afternoons, they can amuse them 
selves writing letters, cleaning their 
kit or sleeping, Some of the Shang- 
hal ‘reerults, as stated before, have 
extra work in the way of lectures and 
Instructions, whieh for the first few 
Weeks may, be felt somewhat weary 
ing, yet it is absolutely necessary to 
give them this condensed training. 

For those in barracks near the city 
there is the Y.MEG.A. and various 
other centres where certain facilities 
fare given, ond attached to all bar- 
Facks Irrespective of where they ore, 
there are NAAFI. depots where 
they con get supplies of almost 
everything they require. For those 
who live some distance away from 
the city, transport is rather expen 
sive to get into town but by Joining 
together they can hire a taxi at a 
yeasonable individual cost, and in 
most eases there are bus services 
Which take a little longer. 


$34 a Month 


In understand thelt nett pay is 
approximately Singapore $34 a month, 
which should be ample to take care 
of normal requirements, It will of 
course not ‘be enough to lead the 
samo type of private. lives which 
many have ‘béen accustomed to. in 
‘Shanghal; but if they are good soldi 
crs, interested in thelr work and do 
It properly, there should be neither: 
the desire ‘nor the opportunity for 
such a course, 

‘A lot of men are particularly Keon 
fon going {o England. Incidentally 
their life there as recruits will ce 
tainly not be so casy as the life 
in Malaya, "They must also consider 
the fact that as regards normal man 
ower there are ample troops in 
England to take care of England az 
the wastage up to dale has been: 
practically nil. “Malaya is one of the 
Jewols of the British Empire, parti- 
ularly rich in many essentiat com- 
modities, and os such must be de- 
fended at all cost. 

Even if they get no fighting in this 
part of the world the fact of having 
very Jarge and well-trained forces 
there will restrain any other nation 
who. may cast covetous eyes on it, 
‘and the fact of serving in this really 
vital foree even though such service|

‘addressed myself to the Spanish peo 
ple announcing my decision to re~ 
Tove myself from Spain and de 
Mberately suspending exercise of my 
Royal power without, however, re~ 
nouncing thereby any of the sacred 
ights which history placed in me 
‘as custodian and depositor. 

“<I complied on that occasion with 
the duty of patriotism and, thanks 
to Jt, no one can assert today that 
‘Spanish blood has flowed to sustain 
the interests of a regime and a 
dynasty. 

"The magnificent epic of the libera~ 
tion of Spain, the heroism of the 
Army and of Spanish youth, carries 
the unmistakable mari of ‘sacrifice 
for the fatherland that opens the 
way to the solidarity of all the 
people for thelr unity, liberty and 
‘greatness. 

“Assured of a definite victory 1 
felt slong with it the impulse to 
make this declaration. And 1 find 
myself with the obligation to address 
myself anew, and for the last time, 
to. all Spaniards. 

“During my reign I always tried 
to serve the interests of my Father~ 
Jand. 1 hope that, posterity will do| 
justice to that rectitude of my inten 
Yons and that it will give a place 
to my efforts during a period which 
figures among. the most prosperous 
ones of our history. 

“Even $0 it would be to deny rea 
ity if T did not take into account 
the fact that Spanish opinion—that 
of those who have struggled and who 
have triumphed—is anxious for the 
constitution of a new Spain which 
is tled closely with the spirit of the 
glorious past and with the eagerness 
fo endow our people with the neces 
sary. capacity {0 realize thelr trang 
seending mission in the future. 

“To this fundamental exigency of 
Spanish opinion the person of the 
institution of the Spanish Monarchy 
who may Ye called upon to assume 
the supreme hierarchy of the country 
must, on the one hand, force the 
Aisappearance of the last vestiges of 
civil struggle which have engaged 
Spaniards for a century. 


“Alive With Patiotism 


“On the other hand he must hold 
incarnate the hopes of those who de- 
sire a new Spain, free from the 
vicious defects of the past, which 
{goes united and alive with patriotism 
in the best organization of the society 
of the state and the most equitable 
participation of all in a general pro- 
sperity- 

“Not by my will but due to the 
inexorable law of circumstances, 
perhaps, my person would be an ob= 
ftacle among those with whom Thave 
lived and who followed surely and 
with good faith a different road. 

“To some I would appear as a 
return to policy but that I did not 
Know how’ to avert, or could not 
avert, our tragedy, ond the causes 
which provoked it.

And by the 
way, we are well off gcographically 
both in Albania and North Africa 
with names easily pronounced and re- 
membered, Many readers will rev 
member in the last war our awful 
struggles, with such places as

‘And writing of words reminds me 
that our eockneys have added a new 
‘one to thelr dictionary. ‘They call 
the gitl conductors who, are replacing 
men on the buses the’ Clippies,” Tt 
fg obvioasly the rights name’ and 
vather attractive—more so than the 
squashy caps with exaggeratedly long 
peaks whieh the “Clippies” wear at 
present. But they have not got 
proper uniforms yet, so something’ 
‘may be given them,- They deserve 
It for they are nice girls and do thelr 
job smilingly. 


Land Girls Re-Emerge 

We are likely {0 see a lot more of 
them as more and more men are call 
ed up, Since the farmers have been 
warned that several thousands of 
thelr labourers are lkely to be talcen, 
the men ‘conductors certainly will go 
too, ‘There 1s now a drive to recruit 
alvls for farms, Before the war there 
‘were 85,000 women at full time work 
fon tho land and 99,000 part | time, 
But these numbers had been falling 
vapldly for some years. The Women's 
Land Army organized by Lady Den- 
mah shortly before the war has en- 
rolled about 9,000, but it needs fully 
20,000 perhaps 30,000 more, ‘The 
sitls are recruited between the ages 
6f 18 and 40 and must be of good 
physique, and ready to go wherever 
they are sent. ‘They “have four 
‘weeks training at one of the centres 
formed by tho Ministry of Agricul- 
ure, during which time they get 
fro’ board and lodging and 10s, "a 
week, On the farms they are most- 
ly paid by the hour, But the authori- 
ties see that they do not get less than 
‘as, a Week provided they are 
able ‘of a 49" hour week; though 
‘Lady Denman says it iy surprising 
to see how little most of the recruits 
seem to bother about pay. Also it 
is Interesting that the majority of re- 
ctults are shop girls and typists, eager 
fo exchange town for country, 

‘There is a good deal of criticism 
of the Government's taking so many 
men from the land, when farmers 
fare urged to produce the maximum 
‘of fo0d €0 as to Ieave the ships free 
for war, materials, Also there is 
much Iaxia work which girls with the 
est will in the world are not strong 
enough to perform, A lot will be 
‘sald about this when Parliament re- 
‘assembles, But whether the - farm 
Tabourers are taken or not, there 
shouldbe abundant work for all the 
tgirls Lady Denman can collect, The 
Amount of food we used to import 
was a perfect seandal seving that the 
British isles contain some of the most 
fertile land in Europe. 


. One Must Eat 


As for the food question, one paper 
told me last week that meat might 
be alittle scarce at the week-end, 
but now (Christmas being over) | I 
could get plenty of turkeys at 1s, 6d.

[sonable price, Another paper, on 
the same day, sald that there would 
‘be plenty of meat but poultry was 
searee and dear, So where are you? 
It is all a matter of distribution, The 
Food Ministry say they have plenty 
of meat and their alm is to see that 
every district gets enough for every 
Mege to obtain his or her full ration, 
But permanent oMcials were ever 
idealists. ‘The best story of the Food 
Ministry's method of uniting ideals 
‘and realities comes today from Yar- 
‘mouth, where a pork butcher re- 
‘ceived’ a consignment of pork to turn 
into sausages. In the first mincing 
‘machine the meat broke a blade, Put 
into a more powerful machine it 
broke two cogs and made the blade 
so hot that the meat turned black. 
The butcher said it must have come 
from boar fully 20 years old. ‘Then 
‘a health inspector condemned the 
lot as unfit for human consumption, 
‘So the butcher thinks of sending a 
parcel of the meat fo Lord Woolton to 
show him what his bright lads are 
doing. 

‘But accidents will happen even in 
‘@ Government office, and though our 
‘meat ration has been temporarily cut 
to Is, 2d., I can assure you thot there 
is an abundance of good things to 
eat, ‘The restaurants are forbidden 
to serve more than one so to speak 
meaty dish to a customer—fish or 
meat or poultry or game—but there 
Is nothing to prevent your going in 
succession to two or three different 
restaurants, As an example to the 
public all the papers last week des- 
jcribed how the Prime Minister lunch- 
fed at a certain very famous hotel 
‘and only had a leg of a chicken and 
jan apple soumé, for which his bill 
was 35, Even i he had no veget- 
ables, which is unlikely, T flatly dis- 
believe that he got chicken and 
soumé (which would take two eggs at 
344d, apiece at least) at the hotel 
named for 3s, But you can't believe 
‘everything you see in the papers. 


War Weather 


It has been bitterly cold since the 
beginning of the year with deep snow 
Jeven as far south as Kent. But that 
Jeounty may get some of its weather 
from the Continent which has been 
having it far worse, All over France 
the cold has been intense, Even as 
far south as the Avignon-Nice road 
snow has been so deep that motor 








sunny ‘Spain has been plagued” with 
violent icy winds and heavy falls of 
snow, With this as might be expect 
fed comes news of a wide-spread out- 
break of influenza from the Balkans 
to Portugal.

WHAT TO DO FOR SOME BEAUTIFUL GIFTS 
Poinsettias need not be thrown into the discard after their day 


of beauty has passed. If the plant 


is wanted for another year, it may 


be removed to an unheated room where it can be kept cool but not 


Permitted to freeze. The branches 


are cut back severely, to within 


eight. inches or so of the soil, making the cut slightly above a joint. 
The cut ends are rubbed with charcoal or sterile soil, or burned with 


@ lighted match, to’ seal up the wo 
During the resting period the 
poinsettia plant is kept dry, but with 
the coming of warm spring weather, 
water is again given gradually to 
encourage growth. After all danger 
of frost is past the pot is plunged 
Out of doors in a. slightly shaded 
position. Before bringing in again 
in the autumn the plant is repotted

Beauty Needs ‘Care 

‘The cyclamen prefers a cooler 
temperature than does the poinsettia, 
with night temperatures not exceed- 
Ing 60 degrees, but safely above 
freezing. The coolest room in the 
house, and one with medium light, 
fy to ‘its taste, 

‘A common fault in growing the 
lovely cyclamen is insulMiclent pro» 
vision of water. It ig a lover of moist 
soll and ina dry atmosphere will prob- 
ably need water both morning and 
evening. However, moisture applied 
directly to the leaves and the crown 
of the corm proves detrimental, often 
resulting in rot, Watering ' from. 
below, by setting the pot in a pan 
of water, is advisable, A still botter 
method of providing both moisture| 
to the roots and humidity in the 
immediate vicinity of the plant is 
to plunge the pot in a larger size 
container, filling all of the space, 
between ‘the two with peat moss. 
which Is kept moist, Feedings should 
be spare and a month or so apart. 

With this care, and with removal 
of all faded blooms and seed pods, 
‘2 cyclamen plant should continue 
in bloom untit April, When the last 
buds have opened and foded, water- 
Ing is lessened. In late May ‘the pot 
ig plunged in ‘a frame where light 
and ventilation are good, but where| 
the resting corms are protected from 
direct sun and from winds. The soll 
fg Kept barely moist. In August or 
September the corm is knocked out| 
of the pot and repotted in fresh soll 
and again started into growth, 








Amount of Moisture 
Primula, cinerarias, hydrangeas 
‘and calla lilies are frequently chosen 
as gift plants, Each of these has its 
‘own peculiar cultural demands in 
addition to the general ones sug-

Erratic ups and downs of the tem~ 
perature in the room where calla 
Iles are grown are their greatest 
danger, ‘Such fluctuations in tem- 
perature result in a shortened bloom- 
ing period and trouble with insect 
pests, Minimum night temperatures 
‘should “not drop below 53. degrees. 
Liberal feeding with liquid manure, 
plentiful moisture and good light arc 
Fecommended. The amount of water 
and food provided are decreased 
after flowering, untit as the foliage 
withers and dies, the soil becomes 
quite dry, At this time, the pot. is 
turned on its side in ‘a cool, dry 
place, and left untit autumn ‘when 
the bulbs are repotted in rich garden

Saving Tea

two teacupfuls of tea required use 
a quarter of a teaspoonful of tea, or 
a little more if very strong tea is 
wanted. Pour the required hot water 
info a saucepan and sprinkle the tea 
on top. Bring to the boll, and as soon 
as it bolls rapidly remove from the 
hheaj and leave to stand until the tea 
is of the strength required, Pour off 
into a very hot teapot. 


After a spoll of rain, do not Teave 
wet umbrellas unopened for a long 
period. Dry them well, roll "them,
